LONDON STOCK MARKET FEATURES.

Last week's Stock Exchange record was a. 
little mixed, one of the most disappointing 
features having been the “sag” in Home 
Rails, which have now lost part of the im- 
provement produced by the more hopeful 
feeling generally prevalent and the contents 
of the Salter report. In some of the more 
speculative sections prices eased on proiit- 
taking before this week's settlement, but 
the decline was unimportant, and there were 
some outstanding features of strength, in 
particular the rise in American and Canadian 
Celanese Shares, mainly on American buying. 
The best. feature, and one which had con- 
siderable efiiect upon sentiment, wag the 
renewed advance in British Government 
Securities, which have now recovered a good 
deal of the decline caused by realisations fol- 
lowing the announcement of the War Loan 
conversion result up to the end of July. 


DEARER MONEY UNLIKELY. 


The Gilt-edged section has been helped by 
the disappearance of the measure of na he 
hension that money rates would harden 
There is every reason to believe that credit 
will not be materially dearer, and in so far 
as the situation can be controlled by the 
authorities ft will be kept favourable for 
forthcoming debt refunding operations. Only 
a distinct improvement in trade, as frequently 
pointed out, will bring about relatively dear 
money, and the movement will have to be 
very pronounced to make money really dear. 
What should be emphasised is that the pre- 
sent level of rates is abnormally low, thus 
favouring, and, indeed, calling, for Govern- 
ment debt conversion schemes that will effect 
such a saving as to permit of a welcome re- 
duction in the income tax. Money rates 
will also be kept low, because of the possi- 
bility of schemes additional to that relating 
to the 44 per cent, Treasury Bonds, 4} per 
cent, War Sees and the residue of the uncon- 
verted 5 per cent. War Stock. 


INTEREST YIELDS. 


The Government would be unwise if it 
did not convert as much debt as possible on 
to a lower interest basis, because the cheap 
money phase will not last for ever. —Ulti- 
thately it will be possible to buy fixed in- 
terest stocks to return considerably more 
than they do now; but it is a reasonable as- 
sumption that the high yields obtainable 
during the critical period of last year, when 
54 per cent. Conversion Loan, for example, 
dropped to 67, will not be forthcoming 
for many years to come. Present purchasers 
of such securities will suffer a depreciation of 
capital value, but it is better to make sure 
of an absolutely safe 34 per cent. than to 
keep money unemployed. Whether the 
investor should endeavour to obtain consider- 
ably more than 3} per cent. opens up a big 
question, the answer to which, broadly speak- 
ing, is contained in the old adage, “ the 
greater the yield the greater the risk.” 


CONDITIONS IN AMERICA. 


In view of the improvement in quotations in 
the New York stock markets, some interest- 
ing remarks appear in the current bulletin of 
the National City Bank of that city. It 1s 
pointed out that the extreme fears entertained 
in America in the spring have not been 
realised, and now the markets are showing 
unmistakable recovery from panic conditions.

out of the depression co-operation and orderly 
adjustment will enable the economic organisa- 
tion to function normally again, Among the 
developments mentioned in this bulletin as 
laying the foundation for the renewal of hove 
are the improvement in commodity prices, 
the indication in Senator Borah’s attitude of 
strong leadership for appropriate action upon 
war debts when the expected applications for 
revision are received in the autumn, and the 
improvement in European sentiment, result- 
ing from the success of the British War Loan 
refunding operation. In the opinion of the 
National City Bank these developments do 
not imply that the world is ready for a rapid 
recovery to normal conditions, but that 
business men will be satisfied with a slow 
rate of recovery if there is indubitable 
evidence over the next few months that the 
decline is at last over and the turn begun. 


FOREIGN DEFAULTERS. 


The Council of Foreign Bondholders has 
issued a statement of dcfaults on foreign 
loans as at June Ist, 19352, in respect of 
interest and sinking payments. The list is a 
very formidable one, and affords a somewhat 
painful reminder that all is not yet right 
with the world. According to these statistics 
the total interest in default is £9,650,651, 


| plus 9,56’,5€3 dollars relating to issues in 


America. Chile has the largest number of 
Joans in default in any one country, and in 
this case the aggregate involved is over 
£22,000,000, but the total relating to Russia 
is very heavy, while other old offenders in- 
clude Mexivo and Turkey. China has been 
compelled to default both in interest and 
sinking fund payments on most of the loans 
that are not specifically secured. These 
statistics of the Council of Foreign Bond- 
holders are very useful, especially as parti- 
culars of interest defaults since January Ist, 
19350, are printed in red. 


THE OUTLOOK. 


While the more optimistic feeling now pre- 
valent in the City is welcome, and to a 
considerable extent is justified, it would be 
regrettable if the upward movement in prices 
of Ordinary shares went too far. The country’s 
credit has been enhanced very greatly by the 
measures adopted within ‘the past twelve 
months, and, as indicated above, there is at 
least the prospect of a reduction of taxation. 
Unfortunately there is little indication yet 
of a real improvement in trade, and if there 
were a further appreciation in fixed interest 
securities could not be expected. The 
Lausanne and Ottawa Conferences were satis- 
factory, but they achieved little or nothing 
of a tangible nature. 


DISCRIMINATION NEEDED. 


The recent improvement in prices of Ordi- 
nary shares, in which category may be in- 
cluded Mining, Rubber and Oils, was largely 
based on sentiment, plus a welcome recovery 
in commodity prices. There are still some 
doubtful spots on the horizon, including the 
labour trouble in Lancashire, the threat of 
a busmen’s strike in London, the shadow in 
the Far East, and the apparently critical 
political situation in Germany. It would 
seem, therefore, that a wise discrimination 
should be exercised in taking an interest 
now, more particularly in the essentially 
speculative markets, and it is as well to 
remember that, for the most part, the sub- 
stantial recovery that has occurred in prices 
in those groups has been very largely, if not 
mainly, due to professional operations. 
Usually those who conduct such business 
expect the public to come in and take their 
stock at a higher level of prices.

The price of tin, which had been some- 
what - hesitat during the week, had a 
sharp rise on Friday to £154 17s. 6d. per 
ton, This was due to the unexpectedly 
favourable nature of the statistical return for 
August. According | Messrs, W. H. 
Gurtsen, the total visible supply at the end 
of the month was 46,516 tons, a reduction of 
2,051 tons in the month, while there was also 
a decrease in the Straits carry-over of 1, 
tons. At the same time deliveries increased 
from 4,820 tons to 5,540 tons. Much of the 
decrease in supplies was, of course, due to 
the low smelter output, the result of the 
two months’ holiday, This will, of course, 
larger in the current month, 
but the fact that is at last becoming obvious 
is that a relation has been established be- 
tween supply and demand (writes The 
Observer). The ultimate salvation of the 
industry will lie in a restoration of the de- 
mand for the metal. Consumption to-day is 
less than two-thirds of the normal average 
aver the past four years. The share market 
still fails to reflect the improved position of 
the commodity, and for those who believe in 
the ultimate future of the industry quota- 
tions are at attractive levels. 


RISE IN COMMODITIES AND SHARES. 

Both the venting Standard’s financial 
barometers reached high levels for the 
current year last week.

The Lieutenant-Governorship of the Isle 
of Man, which will be vacant when the 
present Governor, Sir Claud Hill, retires 
shortly on the completion of his term of 
office, is certainly a job for an all-round 
person. Not only does he represent 
the King, but he has also to pre- 
side at every meeting of the island's 
Legislative Council. Furthermore, ie 
is Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
Home Secretary. He is thus respon 
sible for the island's finances, and is head 
of the police force and prison setvices— 
the island’s only prison is in Douglas. 
Every Justice of the Peace is appointed 
by him personally, as is also every incum- 
bent of the Manx Church. The onlv 
sinecure in the post is his appointment as 
Captain-General of the Forces: for the 
island has no military forees. The Manx 
Parliament is not consulted with reference 
to the filling of the position. since the 
appointment is made by the King on the 
advice of the Home Secretary. The term 
of office is for seven years, and the 
remuneration is £2.000 a year, with 
residence.

It has been proved in the case of 
one of the longest-lived species that such 
butterflies migrate in one direction in 
autumn and return in the cpposite direc- 
tion in spring. Whether the travelling

P “arna the most surprising question 


during all the discussions of the British 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science at York so far was one that startled 
the joint meeting of the Psychology and 
Educational Science Section, when they were 
dischssing ways of testing the abilities of 
young people entering the industrial worid. 
Suddenly from the back of the hall a 
speaker blandly asked: “ Have you given any 
consideration to the astrological indications of 
a person’s character ? 
“I am afraid that because waka. lé is an 
ancient science it has been overlooked, but it 


| will tell you a great deal about anyone, and it 


saves the necessity of a test and the discom- 
fort of the person tested. ' 

‘I have tried astrology unofficially in a 
few instances, and the results have been very 
satisfactory.”’ 

Some rather incredulous laughter followed 
the question, but the speaker, Mr. Guest, of 
Birmingham, assured a reporter that he was 
perfectly serious in putting it. 


WHAT STARS REVEAL. 
“Tí I were engaging a person for any occu 
pation,” said Mr. Guest, ‘‘I should get him 
to tell me the date of his birth, the precise 
time, if possible, and the place. [ should 
say nothing more about it to him, but I 
should make my own horoscope for him. This 
would reveal more accurately, probably, than 
could all the inteiligence tests and so on the 
details of his personality” 
‘* It deals, of course, with the stars as they 
are cast in the vear of his birth, and it in- 
volves a verv considerable mathematical cal 
culation. The stars will tell such charac- 
teristics in a person as honesty, mathematical 
or literary abilitv, the kind of occupation he 
would be good at, and s’milar things. 

‘* Where a person is born does not matter 
so much, if it is in England. ‘There might be 
a slight difference between London as against 
Wales, but the difference would be very small. 

“The favourable months to be born: in 
Fngland are certainly June and July, and one 
of the months to bewere of, although it 1s 


not necessarily bad, is November. 


ILLNESS OF THE KING, 


“ People with criminal tendencies can have 
them revealed by a horoscope. In fact. one 
thing that perhaps many are shy of is that a 
horoscope reveals far too much. 

‘They have a horoscone of the King, and 
they foretold exact!y when his illness was 
eoming, but, what is even more significant, 
thev knew he would recover from it. 

““ Astrology reveals inherent characteristics. 
If they are revealed can they be wuarded 
against and avoided? That is generally very, 
very difficult, because they are so inborn as a 
rule; but sometimes it is possible to direct a 
person 's life into another channel which is 
within his scape.

“A DISGRACE TO 
YORKSHIRE." 


LACK OF ENTERTAINMENT 
CRITICISED. 


Controversy has arisen over what has heen 
described as an economy campaign of this 
year’s British Association. 

Mr, Thomas Sheppard, Curator of the Hull 
museum. and himself a noted Yorkshire 
scientist. voiced the views of many members 
when he declared that this year's meeting 
was a disgrace to Yorkshire hospitality. 


“ No county in Britain is more famous for 
open-handed generosity than Yorkshire,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ This is the 101st meeting, the start 
of a new century, and we begin by a miserly 
and niggardly welcome that’s a downright 
shame. 

“I am a Yorkshireman, and proud of it, 
but now and then this week I have nearly 
been afraid to admit it. 

“When the Association has come to York- 
shire before we have always done them proud. 
When they came to Hull a few years ago 
the Corporation spent £3,000, and gave them 
the time of their i 


ives 
COUNTING THE PENNIES. 

“Free tram rides, free trips on the river, 
free entertainments of all kinds, while private 
hospitality was of the real Yorkshire sort! 
No counting the pennies with us. Every 
member was given the finest handbook the 
Association had ever known. 

*‘ But this year not even a badge to put in 
our buttonholes! Nat even a handbook! Just 
a few beggarly pamphlets, written in London, 
too! Anyone should know that only York- 
shiremen have a right to talk and write about 
Yorkshire. 

'“ As for free tram rides, or free anything 
else, there is not a thing for nothing in this 
place. ‘hey charge sixpence to go into the 
old Treasurer’s house, and sixpence to. see 
the floodlighting of the Abbey ruins. And 
what a fuss they are making about that, 
too 

'' No one seems to remember that at the 
jubilee meeting here fifty years ago the Abbey 
ruins were illuminated then. 

“ Not even the presidential banners are 
hung up this year, and if you ask me, it is 
altogether a pretty poor show. 

“There may be need for economy, but 
there is no need to let that disgrate the 
finest county in Britain.” 


ASKED FOR SIMPLICITY. 

Dr. QO. J R. Howarth; Secretary of the 
British Association, said that the Association 
were anxious to reduce the cost of entertain- 
ment, which was borne by the town at which 
the meeting was held. ‘* With the growth of 
the Association this has now become a con- 
siderable item, and we do not want to be 
received or sufferance, and, after all, the 
warmth of a welcome does not depend on 
lavish expenditure. 

“We have specially asked for local arrange- 
ments to be as simple as possible this year, 
and have ourselves made economies aid re- 
ductiohs wherever possible. : 

“ As for the É ine g eae banners, there 
are now one hundred o” them, and that com- 
pletes the century. There will be no more. 

‘They are not hung this year, because 
some of the early ones are so old and fragile 
that it was not wise to bring them to York. 
hey are now preserved in glass cases it 
Downe House, in Kent—Darwin’s old home— 
and we do not propose to add to them.’’ 


SCIENTISTS AT PLAY. 


The scientists on Saturday gave up attend. 
ing lectures—they have been doing them at 
the rate of one hundred and twenty a day— 
in order to explore the fastnesses of Yorkshire. 

Over twenty excursions had been arranged, 
and all of them had some scientific intention. 

The modern scientist is not the “ all work, 
no play ” kind of fellow that his grandfather 
was supposed to be. Many of the savants 
emphatically declared that they were going 
strictly on pleasure bent. 

"No scientific research for me,” said one 
eminent professor. “ I am going to have an 
unscientific look at Yorkshire scenery, which 
[ have not seen for years, and, may be, a 
dip in the sea at Scarborough this afternoon. 
There are still thirty lectures for me to attend 
next week. To-day 1 con’t want to add to 
my store of knowledge.’’ 

The Association members were extremely 
fortunate in the weather for these excursions. 
For two days it rained almost incessantly in 
York, even as a city health authority was 
lecturing to the conference on the dryness of 
the climate of the ancient Yorkshire ‘capital ! 
The meeting places of the twelve sections have 
been separated by a number of miles in all. 
and members hurrying from section to section 
have collected more inches of rain than even 
their scientific. instruments could measure.

limelight—or, should I say, spot-lght— 

as far as the film industry is concerned. 
For some years, of course, several of the 
leading companies whose job it is: to produce 
‘‘news reels’’ have maintained in Ireland 
staffs of highly-trained (and, be it said, 
highly efficient) technicians to produce and 
distribute Irish news to virtually every 
cinema in the country, In addition to these 
very interesting and well produced cinemato- 
graph cocktails, we have had, from time to 
time, photo-plays, such as “Song o’ My 
Heart,” tr RLL with settings that have 
been actually Irish. Some such films have 
been. successes, artistically as well as finan- 
cially; others, I am glad to say fewer in 
numbers, have left audiences throughout the 
country with a feeling akin to that sometimes 
experienced by ordinary theatre audiences— 
that of having been compelled to witness 
“stage Irishisms ’’ at their worst. 

Now, however, it would appear that the 
time has come when Irish films true to iife 
in every respect are to be marketed through- 
out. the world. At the moment, in fact, 
producers are hard at work on two big Irish 
films—one an epic story of the Arran 
Islanders, the second a complete portrayal of 
every-day life in modern Ireland, In addition 
to these, we are likely to have, I understand 
(as a result of the enthus:asm of Father Bell, 
of Droitwich, Worcestershire), a new film of 
Irish life, which is to be one of a series 
depicting life in all the more important 
Catholic countries of the world. 

Father Bell, who is at present in Ireland 
making preliminary arrangements, was once 
a camera-man, and has helped to produce 
films in many climes. His latest venture, I 
understand, is likely to have the benediction 
of the Irish Free State Government as well 
as the support of Irish capital. 


MORE THAN A TRAVELOGUE. 

Of the two Irish films that are actually 
under way the Arran Island story deserves 
special. mention; — since, . however, its 
peculiarities and characteristics are bound 
up with the peculiarly characteristic fe 
of the hardy Atlantic islanders, I will deal 
with it later specially and separately. 

‘The second film which has now reached a 
stage that represents many months of patient 
mt unremitting effort, is entitled ‘“‘ The Voice 
of Ireland '” ; is being produced by Lieutenant- 
Colonel V. A, Haddick, F.R.G.S., and recog- 
mises no border between the Six County and 
Southern Ireland areas. In a way it is a 
‘*travelezue,’’ but actually, like the climate 
of the country it portrays, its vagaries are 
such that it is difficult to classify it under 
any distinct heading. There is, of course, a 
story—-the story of an Irishman who returns 
to his native heath after many years’ absence. 
and who devoted one whole year to the re- 
newal of old associations, or to the findine of 
new, in every one of the thirty-two counties 
of Ireland. 

Fascinating flashes of the past serve to 
accentuate the ultra-modern present, and this 
combination seems to be the key-note of a 
film which is nothing if not original. It is a 
sound film, of course, but so. far as possible 
the actual pictures are allowed to tell their 
own story, the commentary and dialogue 
being cut to the minimum. 

William Watt, the well-known Irish tenor; 
Richard Hayword, the Ulster actor, of record- 
ing fame; Miss Una O’Rourke, the. Irish 
dancing champion; Michael (Gleeson, ‘the 
fiddling farmer,” and many other national 
and local celebrities, are in the cast. There 
are animal actors as well—among them a fox, 
in close up scenes, giving hounds a run such 
as only a very wise and wily fox could do 
over some of the best hunting country in 
Ireland 


MYSTERY OF LEADING LADY. 


Remarkable aerial scenes, filmed by Cyril 
Heath, and ground “ shots,’’ by R. H. Wyer, 
add in no small manner to a story which— 
1 almost forgot to mention it—has an element 
of mystery about it in so far that the 
identity of the leading lady, a soprano, is a 
closely-guarded secret, 

Many months will pass, of course, before 
this or the other films which I have mentioned 
are released for public presentation. In the 
meantime, Dublin cinema patrons have a wide 
range from which to chose this week. 

he Graftof# Cinema was so successful last 
week with Jack Buchanan in “Good Night, 
Vienna,”’ that this show is being repeated all 
this week, and those who want to see a really 
joyous and charming film will go there, and 
may even go again before the week is out. 

“Street Scene,” which in America was 
awarded the Pulitzer Prize as the finest 
dramatic sereen spectacle of the year, is billed 
for the Metropole, and those who saw the 
stage presentation, as well as those who know 
the abe of which King Vidor, the pro- 
ducer of this film, is capable, will need no 
intimation that this is a show to see.

| bod irene will recall the serious floods 
which devastated China in ‘the 
summer of last year and took toll of 
thousands of human lives. Last October 


a National Flood Relief Commission was 


appointed by the Chinese National Govern- 
ment, and Sir John 
Hope Simpson went 
out to China as 
Director - General . of 
thisCommission. This 
evening Sir John will 
give a short broad- 
cast talk from the 
Daventry National 
Station, explaining 
some of the difficul-, 
ties that had to be 
faced by the Com- 
mission in their en- 
deavour to succour 
the unfortunate sur- 
vivors of the inunda- 
tion.

with 34,000 square miles of seriously 
flooded country; in which twenty-three 
millions of people, most of them destitute, 
were directly affected. The work of the 
Commission was hampered by the Sino 
Japanese conflict in Shanghai, but in the 
course of eight months 4,500 kilometres of 
dykes were repaired, 446,000 tons of wheat 
were transported to the stricken area, and 
over seven million dollars were raised by 
Sir John’s broad- 
cast, which is in the “ Other People’s 
Lives ” series commences at 10 o'clock and 
will occupy about fifteen minutes.

VISIT TO HEADFORT 
DEMESNE.

The annual excursion of members oí the 
Irish Gardeners’ Association and Benevolent 
Society took place this year to Headfort 
House, Kells, on the invitation of the Marquis 
of Headfort, President of the Loyal Horti 
cultural and Aboricultural Society of Ireland. 

Favoured by glorious weather, the party, 
numbering over forty, who had travelled to 
Kells by rail, first mada a tour of the various 
memorials of the very dawn of Christiamty 
in Ireland, for which the historic old town 
is celebrated, including the round tower and 
the ruins of the abbev founded by st. 
Columkille in 550 A.D., within the spacious 
walls of which at a later period, 1152 A.D., 
the memorable Synod was held at which the 
Paval Legate, Cardinal Paparo, placed the 
pallium on each of the four archbishops ct 
the ardioceses into which Ireland was 
ecclesiastically civided—viz., Armagh, Dublin, 
Cashel and Tuam. 

Piloted by Lord Headfort’s hr gardener, 
Mr. J. A. Boyle, the party made a tour of 
the magnificent demesi» and gardens. The 
island, an extensive and beautifully planted 
retreat, was the first to be explored. Here, 
in openings of the forest, wer> found some 
remarkably beautiful trees, planted by 
savants <nd_ botanical collectors to com 
memorate their visits from time to time. It 
was ~ -y difficult to realise that this huge 
island, with its massive forest, its tropical

tural treasure awaited one’s “‘spection, was 
the work of human hands, being formed by 
the diversion of the course of portion of the 
waters of the River Blackwater, which flows 
through the demesne and forms an extensive 
lake on one side of the island.

ENGLAND AND IRELAND, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

SIR—Í read a short time ago, in the 
Catholic paper, the (/niverse, a letter from 
their Dublin correspondent, referring to the 
ill-will which the Englishman now bears 
towards Ireland waving certain effects in that 
country. Living, as | do, among English- 
men—although born of Irish parents—I would 
like to say that really little or no ill-will 19 
felt by th: average Englishman towards 
Ireland. He sees that Ireland is in the hands 
of the ex.remists. Behind the extremists be 
sees the Communists, and, knowing that a 
similar danger threate + him, his attitude is 
one of sympathy more than anything else. 
Of course, there are exceptions. Here, as in 
Ireland, the professional agitator by means of 
propaganda-—sometimes open, but mainly. sub- 
versive—carries on his “ul work, sowing the 
seeds of trouble wherever he can find a 
receptive soil. 

There is one particular seed which usually 
falls on fertile ground, and that is the con- 
tention that the ordinary Englishman is 
ignorant of the treatment meted out to Ireland 
during the eighteenth century and later, and 
that, anyhow, he is callous on this subject. 
That ignorance exists is an undoubted fact, 
but it is not surprising, as the ordinary 
historian prefers to slur over any incidents 
which redound to his country’s discredit. 
Those of ns who know that the Englishman's 
memory is proverbially short realise that the 
Englishman of today has but little interest 
in the happenings of a hundred years ayo. 

If the Irish still feel revengeful against the 
successors of the people responsible for the 
treatment of their ancestors, t* y may satisiv 
themselves by contemplating the complete 
eclipse of the governing classes of former 
days. in Mr. Winston Churchill’s book, ‘‘ My 
Early Life,’ he quotes a remark made by 
M. Paul Cambon, in 1920, when his “long, 
memorable mission ” as French Ambassador 
came to an end :— 

In the twenty years I have been here | hay 
witnessed an English revolution more profound a! 
searching than the French Revolution itself. he 
governng class have been almost deprived 
political power and, to a very large extent, of the 
property and estates, and this has been accomplishe: 
almost imperceptibly and without the loss of a

ate life. 
Since 1920 the “‘revolution’’ has gone on. 
Taxation has increased; family estates have 
been broken up; dere!’ ; mansions are every- 
where for sale. The younger representatives 
of the governing classes of 1800 are struggling 
in Many cases to earn their living side by side 
with the classes whom they once ruled s0 
comple.ely. From the point of view of many 
pew this fact is a tragedy, bf it should 
e a sufficient reply to the agitator who tells 
his fellow-Irishmen that the persecutions of 
the eighteenth century can still be avenged. 

The present English democracy might say 
that, with the Irish, it also suffered in the 
ast at the hands uí the governing classes 
t 1s now free from any prejudice ‘against ou 
race and our religion, and it desires nothing 
more than a genuine friendship with Ireland.

TROUBLES. 


R.O.P. AND THEIR 
WORKERS, 

At Liberty Hall, Dublin, yesterday, the 
members of the Irish Transport Workers’ 
Union employed in Russian Oil Products, 
I[itd., met to discuss notices of dismissal 
which have been given to half-a-dozen 
labourers, yardmen and lorry drivers. At 
the meeting it was decided that the opera- 
tion of these notices would be resisted by 
the employes. 

On Monday last the Dublin staff of R.O.P. 
failed to turn in to work as a protest agaist 
four dismissals, but, after a conference, re- 
sumed wotk to permit the Union and the 
firm to discuss the company’s proposals. It 
is understood that the number of men to 
be dismissed has now been increased, and 
that two members of the Amalgamated 
Engineering Union are also affected.

Minister for Agriculture announced the 
Executive Council’s proposed remedy for 
the cruel damage which the ‘‘ econom:c 
Britain has inflicted on 
cattle trade.

An un- 
equivocal demand for revision of the 
obsolete clauses in the Treaty of Versailles 
is a stroke of policy which, beyond all 
others, is calculated to unite the German 
people. Thirteen years have passed since 
the armed forces of Germany were limited 
by international agreement to a figure 
which deprived her of any place among 
the Powers. To keep her in a position of 
perpetual inferiority. was no part of. the 
plan. Both in the Treaty and in the 
Covenant of the League of Nations the 
signatories were agreed to work for the 
general limitation of all armaments. Yet 
the passage of the years has seen the 
breakdown of conference after conference. 
To-day Europe at large is more heavily 
armed than in 1914, and Germany’s imme- 
diate neighbours show no perceptible 
eagerness to descend to her level. Herr 
von Papen, therefore, is not unreasonable 
in his plea that the whole position is in 
need of adjustment. If the German claim 
to equality with other nations is disallowed 
—and to grant it- would be to discharge 
the starting-pistol in a race for armaments 
which could lead only to beggary and war 
—the reduction of armaments must be 
undertaken with a will. The world faces 
in Germany a race whose most prominent 
characteristic for generations has been a 
genius for discipline and an ingrained 
reverence for martial pomp.

Within a fortnight deach has claimed 
two notable explorers whose united years 
make the exiguous total of forty-nine.

He has 
died from a rare disease with which 
he may have been infected by a germ 
in the Tropics. It is natural in these 
days that very young men should be the 
authors of high and gallant enterprise ;

British Industries. 


The Department of Overseas Trade 
now busy with its arrangements for th. 
British Industries Fair, which wil! 
opened simultaneously in London and Bi; 
mingham in February. The Fair wil! . 
larger than ever, and it is estimated that 
the final space area will show an increase 
on last year of one hundred thousand. Th 
increase in the number of exhibits is 
almost startling, as in the Furniture Sec 
tion nine hundred firms have applied fo: 
space, compared with seven hundred last 
year, and there is a similar marked in- 
crease in the Textile Section. The White 
City, hitherto, has been reserved for tex 
tiles, but in February the Furniture ani 
Fabrics Sections will be taken there 
order to meet with the demand for mo: 
space at Olympia. Letters in several 
languages have been sent out to foreign 
countries’ calling attention to the Fair 
and these will be followed by others later 
on, until every probable buyer has had 
a series of five. At present there is a 
list of sixty-five thousand overseas buyers, 
and this list is constantly increased. 


Trade Union Finance. 


It is understood that the Genera! 
Council of the Trades Union Congress 
desires to increase the affiliation fees which 
at present are twopence wer member per 
annum from every affiliated organisation. 
an annual contribution of £1 per 1,000 
members towards the expenses of main- 
taining the International Federation «and 
a fee of 10s. for everv delegate attend:-n¢ 
the Congress. The matter will be raised 
at Newcastle. next week,. but, in view of 
the fact that there are now 100,000 fewer 
trade unionists than there were twelve 
months ago, it is not certain that it will be 
accepted. It is said that the apparent 
decline in membership would have been 
much greater if the Council had not ad- 
mitted several smali unions which would 
not be eligible if rules had been strictly 
enforced. The fall in membership is due 
in some degree to the increase in mnem- 
ployment. 


A Whisky Crisis. 


The suggestion that Scottish distillers 
may stop making whisky is no news; 
for it has been predicted for some 
time past that such a crastic step might 
become necessary. Little whisky has been 
made in Scotland for some time past, and 
distillers have just kept their stills going 
to employ the workers: A genera! 
stoppage, however, is 4 very important 
move, as it will affect hundreds of work- 
men directly employed, and many. others 
in kindred trades. Warehouses are full of 
the spirit, while the demand continues to 
fall away, killed by the heavy duties. I 
is pointed out that in one little town in 
Scotland there are stored two million 
gallons of whisky. which, if sold. would 
produce seven million pounds. It costs 
about three shillings and sixpence to pro- 
duce one gallon of the spirit. but on that 
one gallon the Government duty is 
seventy-two shillings and sixperce, The 
amount realised by the duty is so 1m- 
portant to the Excheauer that it is highly 
unprobable that it will. be reduced for 
some years to come. 


Confectionery Exhibition. 


The annual Confectioners’ and Bakers’ 
Exhibition was opened at the Agricultura! 
Hall yesterday, and, despite political

butter for the winter. We mean to main- 
tain our control over prices, and we do 
not propose to allow butter to rise unduls 
during the winter, so that the man whu 
stores butter may get his expenses for 
doing so, but he is not going to derive ths 
exorbitant profits that a speculator might 
expect, 

With regard to farm butter, I want it 
to be clearly understood that the Govern- 
ment ig paying an export bounty of 20s 
per cwt. on all farm and factory butter 
exported. The farmer who is selling his 


| butter to an exporter is entitled to get the 


advantage of this bounty, and as far as 
we can we shall see that the bounty, 
before being paid, has been passed on t» 
the producer. : 
There are other crops that I have not 
dealt with. The growers of tomatoes and 
cucumbers have asked for protection, and 
they will get it for next year’s crop. The 
“rowers of tobacco have got a very sub- 


| stantial advantage this year, and they are 


encouraged to continue the cultivation « f 
this plant. 

We have been asked also to extend the 
area under bect. This, however, is a very 
big question, and will have to get a great 
deal more consideration before we are in 2 
position to announce our policy. 


A WARNING. 


Now, as have have held out hope to 
some, we want to issue a warning to 
others. There are farmers who boast thot 
they can well afford to pay their annuities 
but will not.

The Sheriff, who made the arrests, 
reveals a strange story. Mr. Garret 
Schenk, a fish merchant, from Hope- 
well (New Jersey), where the Lindt rgh 
estate is situated, wa Tr ~“toved from his 
fish lorry on June 19th, and taken to a 
cabin in the mountains here. Later he 
was transferred to a ‘‘hide-out”’ in an 
abandoned farmhouse, where he was dis- 
covered yesterday by the Sheriff's men. 

Two men, armed with revolvers, had 
kept guard over him for seventy-six days.

STRANGE AFFAIR IN 
COUNTY ROSCOMMON. 


From Ovr ConRRESPONDENT. 
ROSCOMMON, Sunday. 

Two discharges from a shot-gun into his 
shoulders resulted in the death of a thirty- 
year-old farmer, John McDermott, who 
was found shot at the gateway of his house 
at Rosmoylan, seven miles from here and 
two miles from the village of Cregg, 
shortly before 1 hinds this morning. 

Hearing the shots, McDermott’s brother 
and sister, with whom he lived, ran out 
from the house to the gate, about thirty 
yards away, where they found the man 
dying. The wounds were apparently 
caused by discharges from a double- 
barrelled shot-gun. 

Chief Superintendent Gilroy, with the 
Roscommon Civic Guards, were called to 
the scene, where they have remained 
throughout the day, and it is believed they 
have found the weapon. with which the 
crime was committed. They are pursuing 
their inquiries along a very definite course 
and an early arrest is anticipated. It was 
stated late to-night that the Guards are 
satisfied that there is no political. signi- 
ficance in the crime. 

McDermott was unmarried and was well 
known in the Cregg district.

‘The 
French Government, which was first 
approathed by Germany (in a manner not 
altogether fortunate), loyaliy communicated 
the Reich’s proposals to Great Britain, in 
accordance with the spirit of the pact of 
mutual confidence to which most of the 
European States adhered since Lausanne. It 
is clear that the decision’ which the Br-tish 
Government is called upon to take is one ‘of 
quite unusual importance, and must have 
far-reaching consequences. 

Public opinion in this country expects, 
proceeds The Times, that the Government, 
in spite of its many preoccupations, will con- 
sider the problem as early as ‘possible, and 
follow a firm line upon the policy which it 
adopts. Geneva is, no doubt, the place where 
the final discussions must be held and the 
bind/ag decisions taken, but it is not too 
early to devise a _ policy which will 
meet the demands of Germany, in 
so far as they are found to be 
legitimate and, at the same time, safeguard 
the principle of limitation. It is not possible 
in the long run to keep a first-class Power 
in a second-class position. It cannot be said 
to be within the range of practical politics 
that other nations should immediately reduce 
their armaments to the level of Germany, and 
it would be unforgivable weakness to accord 
the right of unlimited rearmament in cases 
where disarmament has actually been carried 
out. A middle way must therefore be found. 

The German claim must be met in the 
spirit and by the practice of the pact of 
mutual confidence, and the claim will, of 
course, be taken into consideration on the 
assumption that German loyalty to the 
League of Nations and to its principles is 
not in doubt.

AGRICULTURE IMPORT 
QUOTAS.

And whereas it is expedient to amend

Order, 1952, made under the said section ; 

Now, the Executive Council, in exercise 
of the powers conferred on them by Sec- 
tion.1 of the Emergency Imposition of 
Duties Act, 1932 (No. 16 of 1952), and of 
every and any other power them in this 
hebalf enabling, do hereby order as fol- 
lows :—- 

1. This Order may be cited for all pur-

WATERFORD, Sunday. 


CENES occurred at a meeting held under 
the auspices of Cumann na nGaedheal at 
Waterford to-day. It was addressed by 

Mr. McGilligan, former Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, and Mr. Castelloe, Attorney- 
General for the late Government, and the 
Civic Guards had to intervene to restore 
order. A crowd of young men gathered and 
organised a counter meeting opposite the 
Town Hall, where the Cumann na nGaedheal 
meeting was being held. ; 

At the counter meeting “ The Soldiers’ 
Song” was sung, and there were frequent 
cheers. A priest, who was a stranger to 
Waterford, but is believed to have been an 
American visitor, addressed the meeting, and 
adrian the young men present to join the 
at. A, 

At one stage some of the crowd attempted 
to rush through the vestibule of the Town 
Hall to the large room where the other meet- 
ing was being held. They had got half- 
way up the stairs when they were met by 
a body of Cumann na nGaedheal supporters, 
and blows were exchanged. A young man 
named R. Walsh, of Carrigeen lane, was 
injured, and was removed on a car to the 
Waterford Infirmary. He was detained for 
the treatment of slight injuries, 

The invacers were subsequently ejected 
from the Town Hall; and the excitement 
subsided. 


WATERFORD’S IDLE SHIPS. 


Mr. McGilligan, in the course of his speech, 
said that it was a sad thing to find Water- 
ford’s magnificent wharf almost denuded of 
shipping. Two ships were tied up there, idle, 
because one, and possibly two, economic wars 
were going on at the moment. The effects 
of, the existing situation would be brought 
home in suffering and misery to the great 
bulk of the people this winter. The expecta- 
tions of the wildest simist would never 
have run to all the Sanita that had been 
done to the country since last March. A defi- 
nite promise had been made by Fianna Fail 
that if elected they would, first of all, 
decrease taxation. In an election poster they 
promised definitely, that the burden of 
taxation could be lightened by not less than 
two millions per annum, and that without 
impairing the administrative machine. What 
was the result? The Minister for Finance 
actually boasted during the Budget debate, 
that the present Government had added four 
and a quarter millions to taxation this year 
without any trouble. With the British they 
failed in their promises to the extent of six 
and a quarter millions, and with the two 
millions that they had voted te themselves 
for the prosecution of the economic war the 
total against them was eight and a quarter 
millions, 

They also promised that business men 
would have security, and the farmer a better 
price; and that the industrialist would be 
protected by tariffs. Those tariffs were 
rushed and they had been told the policy 
adopted was that of imposing tariffs first 
and finding out the mistakes later. 


THE TWO WARS. 


The butter scheme, Mr. MeGilligan con- 
tinued, was a good thing at the start. It 
was the only thing done with the aim of 
helping the farmer, and if it had not been 
destroyed by the fact that the British had 
decided not to enter into any bargains with 
this country at Ottawa because of a certain 
thing. Had the cattle or egg trade been 
helped? Nothing had been done to reduce 
taxation or to help the farmer. The 
industrialist had been choked, because tariffs 
lowered the purchasing powers of the com- 
munity, and the commercial men were being 
done slowly to death. They had two wars 
on, one about the Oath and the other about 
the annuities. If the annuities were never in 
the way Ottawa would still have resulted as 
it had. 

They were told that the worst that could 
happen was that they would have too much 
to-eat. He wondered would those who said 
that repeat it in the country at Christmas 
time. The present trouble was not over the 
chairmanship of the annuities tribunal. 


LAWYERS’ OPINIONS. 


What, asked Mr. McGilligan, was the case 
with regard to the land annuities? It had 
never yet been clearly stated, It had been 
signed by seven prominent lawyers, and if 
Mr. de Valera had been able to find seven 
prominent lawyers to sign a legal case, surely 
two of these people were worth putting on 
the tribunal as his nominees; but Mr. de 
Valera would not have them. because he ob- 
jected having his two nominees chosen from 
inside the Commonwealth. He could appoint 
two Irishmen within the Commonwealth at a 
moment’s notice, but he would not have 
them, and that was what the row was all 
about. | 

Dealing with the Oath, Mr. MeGilligan 
said that the old argument in regard to this 
had now been dropped completely, and it had 
been found that the country had advanced 
to the point under the Treaty, that if they 
could get rid of the Oath Britain had no 
sey to say it was a breach of the Treaty. 
That in itself was a remarkable admission. 
They could not change the economic policy 
of the country at once without doing terrific 
damage, and they should not attempt to do 
it until they were clear what they were 
moving towards was better than what they 
were leaving. 


MR. DE VALERA AT GENEVA. 


When Mr de Valera went to Geneva he 
would find that the whole of Central Europe 
was at the moment like a beleagured city, 
for the reason that all nations of Central 
Kurope decided té de what the Fresident 
was now trying to do with this country— 
to work in isolation. ‘Those countries were 
now doing their best to break down the 
barriers between them — He would tind that 
every country had a totally contrary view: 
paint regarding economy from his. 


LAW AND ORDER. 

They had the Minister for Justice an- 
nouncing his desire to see the inside of every 
prison, but so far these visits had been for 
the purpose of letting prisoners loose on the 
populace. The Executive Council had de. 
cided to override the judges and juries even 
when upheld by the highest ju 
in the  Jand, Tf this situation 
were ta develop there would soon 
no respect for law and order, Did the 
Government want the Firearms Act repealed, 
and certain laws regarding treason repealed! 
People were being allowed to drill and carry 
arms, and they were told that the only 

rohibition was that people might not raid 
or arms, or parade openly with arms in the 
country. According to Mr. Ruttledge, the 
ideals of the I.R.A.—which was not the old 
LR.A., but Saor Eire and the new I.R.A. ~ 
were proper, and they would not be attacked 
by the Government. 

He did not believe that there was going 
to be an early settlement of the economic 
war. He believed that the anniversary of 
the present Government would possibly ‘tans 
passed before an attempt was made to induce 
the British to re-open negotiations.

= MULLINGAR, Sundey, 
Got the A at a largely attended meeting 


of the Army Comrades’ Association in 
Mullingar to-day; Dr. T, F. O'Higgins, 
T.D., in explaining the aims and objects of 
the Association, said that he wished to stress 
the point that there was no secrecy connected 
with it, and any action that they might take 
was action necessitated on behalf of the 
plain people of Ireland in the fullest light 
of day.

Later on when comrades of that organisa- 
tion met together and saw the conditions that 
existed, when they saw another organisation 
growing " and negotiating and parlying 
with the Government of the country—whose 
first duty was to govern according to the 
laws that existed, and if these laws were un- 
suitable to alter them—when they saw that 
organ.sation parlying with the avowed object 
of defying the law, they thought that the 
time had come to send out a broader call, 
a national appeal, inviting all who stand for 
everything strong and virile to defend their 
own people and their own households from 
the ugly menace and sinister intimidation. 


NO MENACE TO THE 
GOVERN MENT. 


From the first their principle was—stand 
by whatever Government ruled for the main- 
tenanee of law and order. People had been 
attempting to twist and distort their objects 
and aims, but these were not for any political 
gs on and the organisation was not to be 
u as a menace to the Government.

AYE DON, in Lord Wakefield’s Miss 
K England iII., will make its bid to 
turn the tables on Gar Wood's Miss 
America X. on Lake St. Clair to-morrow morn- 
ing,-when the second race for the Harmsworth 
Trophy will be decided. Gar Wood won the 
first race on Saturday by nearly two miles 
after Kaye Don had led for four laps. 

A holiday crowd of over a quarter of a 
million spectators is: expected to watch the 
race, for to-morrow is Labour Day and a 
public holiday in the United States. 

All America is wondering what would have 
happened had Miss England III. had both her 
engines going after that third lap instead of 
one. Would Miss America X. still have 
overtaken her? 

Although beaten by a margin of nearly two 
miles, Miss England III. produced the fastest 
lap speed when she did 88.685 m.p.h. Wood's 
fastest was on the second lap, over which 
Miss America X. went at a speed of 87.587 
m.p.h. 

The American Press pays a tribute to Kave 
Don's sportsmanship, the New York Times 
saying that even the late Sir Thomas L pton 
never took defeat with more graciousness or 
with a broader smile than Don did 


BROKEN THROTTLE WIRE. 


An examination of Miss England III. after 
the race revealed two causes for the slow- 
ing down of the boat after the third lap and 
for its finishing at only £0 m.p.h. 

First, the throttle control of the starboard 
engine had become detached at the car. 
burettor, and, secondly, an overflow pipe for 
the cooling system had pulled loose, and this 
caused the water to be shipped into the boat 
instead of released overboard. 

This accounted ‘for there being about six 
inches of water in Miss England III. when 
she arrived at the boathouse after the race. 

“It was one of the unfortunate things that 
happen. They just have to be accepted, and 
cannot be helped,”’’ was Kaye Don's comment 
when :nterviewed.

GOOD deal of what might be written 
A now about the prospects of the various 

horses in the St. Leger might be false 
on Wednesday morning, because a good deal 
more than usual will depend this time on the 
state of the going. 

There is no horse in the race, except the 
French colt, Fog Horn IL, who has on a 
racecourse given proof of the possession of 
genuine stamina, Fog Horn II. has, because 
he finished third in the Grand Prix de Paris, 
and has since won over a mile and seven 
furlongs at Deauville, where he heat Amfortas, 
a. horse that gave us a taste of his quality, 
even though he was beaten by Pomme d’ Api, 
in the Gold Vase at Ascot. 

The best any of ours can show in com- 
passing the distance is the victory of Violator 
over a mile and five furlongs at Liverpool: 
[ should say that Udaipur does stay; but she 
has not run or won over more than a mile 
and a haif. 

Solt going on the day must favour the 
chances of the stayers. No man could say 
to-day exactly what the going will be like on 
Wednesday at Doncaster. In the North of 
Kngland it rained all day on Friday and all 
day yesterday. This evening it is fine where 
[ am writing, but the weather forecast is for 
unsettled weather with bright intervals. 
GROUND WILL NOT BE HARD. 

One thing is certain, and that is that the 
ground will not be hard on Wednesday. H it 
keeps fine for the next few days it should be 
almost perfect. On the otlier hand, it is just 
in that condition now that a er +e down- 
pour of rain wou'd leave it soft. Calculations 
will, therefore, have to be made overnight, 
when we shall have a better idea of what it 
is likely to be.

HE commendable enterprise of “the
